The promise of enlightenment on 
new things to eat brought the largest 
attendance of the year to the Com- 
munity CJub meeting last Tuesday. 

Owing to illness, Mrs. H. A. 
Jackson, the president, was absent, 
and Mrs. L. C. Duglass, the vice 
president, presided. 

The hospitality committee an- 
nounced that reservations for seats 
or tables for the dinner-dance on 
February 20 must be secured from 
Mrs. Eberhardt Mueller, phone 
Narberth 1293. 

The Board of Directors an- 
nounced their plan to have another 
carnival early in the spring, for the 
purpose of adding to the building 
fund. 

Mrs. E. C. Griswold gave a re- 
port of the recent doings of Con- 
gress, the outstanding feature being 
the Muscle Shoals bill. 

Mrs. C. P. Fowler gave a very in- 
forming talk on the Child Labor 
Amendment, and Child Labor con- 
ditions in the United States. 

Mrs. Eleanore Northup, who rep- 
resented the Philadelphia Interstate 
Dairy Council, was introduced and 
gave a most interesting and enter- 
taining talk on food values. Her able 
assistant, Miss Allen, gave direc- 
tions for a daily health program 
in a humorous and spirited manner. 
Fine specimens of fruit and vege- 
tables for body-building were dis- 
played. Plenty of sleep, fresh air, 
water for drinking and bathing and 
"Cow's Vanishing Cream" (four 
glasses per day) were recommended 
as the finest and purest of beauty- 
givers. Miss Allen's advice to those 
seeking rosy cheeks was to take the 
rouge compact, walk three miles out 
into the country, bury it three feet 
deep, and walk back to it every day 
to see whether anything grows from 
it. She assures the diligent walker 
that the reward will be added health 
and natural color. 

For those who would reduce she 
cautions — "Look into the mirror 
over the dining table, instead of 
looking into one over your dressing 
table." 

Mrs. Northup, whose daily task 
is instructing mothers of under- 
nourished children in the city, is a 
charming and delightful speaker. 
She said that few people eat enough 
green foods, such as lettuce and 
cabbage, which act as "scrubbing 
brushes" for the body membranes. 
On the other hand, most people eat 
too much meat. Every child should 
have a quart of milk and every 
adult one pint, each day. Natural 
sugar, such as that in dates, figs, 
etc., is much more wholesome than 
sugar "out of the bowl." Great 
care should be given to the diet of 
children of pre-school age, that their 
little bodies, teeth and general 
health may be strong during their 
school years. 

Whole-grain breads are particu- 
larly recommended, and well-bal- 
anced meals are essential to health 
Scientists are continually discover 
ing elements in food and more 
efficient methods of cooking them, 
and housewives are urged to 
keep in touch with up-to-date 
methods. Discard old-fashioned 
and inefficient methods as you 
would and out-of-date dress. For 
small children, cereals and soups 
are valuable foods. The daily re- 
quirement of food is 2200 calories, 
and anyone who is reducing should 
not eat less than 1600 per day. If 
you are reducing DO NOT EAT 
BETWEEN MEALS, and com- 
bine dieting with exercise. Mrs. 
Northup says that it is better to 
cut down on the total number of 
calories per day than to eliminate 
just starches or sweets. In the food 
budget the following order should 
be followed: dairy products (larg- 
est amount) greens, cereals, meats 
and least, sugars.

PLEASING CONCERT 

Given by Main Line Orchestra Last 
Sunday. 

The Main Line Orchestra, now 
composed of over fifty musical am- 
ateurs from all parts of the Main 
Line, gave the second concert of 
its season in the Ardmore Theatre 
on Sunday afternoon before an 
impressively large and intensely 
interested audience. 

The orchestra is conducted by 
Adolph Vogel, of Narberth, a 
member of the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra, and a few of the members 
of that organization assisted in the 
more unusual instruments. 

The soloist was Miss Sally 
Caskin, a 13-year-old pianist, who 
gave a remarkable recital two 
years ago in Philadelphia. Little 
Miss Caskin gave a technically 
perfect and surprisingly mature 
performance of Mendelssohn's 
"Cappriccio Brilliante," for piano 
and orchestra, being obliged to re- 
spond with an encore number. In 
the second half of the program she 
played a Chopin mazurka, a Noc- 
turne by Borodin and the whim- 
sical "Golliwoggs' Cakewalk," 
from Debussey's "Children's Cor- 
ner." 

The orchestra played splendid- 
ly. The piece de resistance of the 
concert was a lugubrious last 
movement from Tschaikowsky's 
Symphony Pathetique, a number 
difficult for the strings, but which 
was very well performed. Other 
numbers were the brilliant "Zam- 
pa" overtures of Herold ; General 
Dawes' "Melody in A Major;" 
Waldteufel's "Skaters' Waltz," 
and the three dances from the in- 
cidental music to "Henry VIII" 
by German. The tone of the or- 
chestra is unusually good for an 
amateur organization, and it show- 
ed the great amount of rehearsal 
which has been done. There were 
here and there places where the 
intonation might have been better 
and the attacks more exact, but 
considering the difficulty of the 
program, the work was excellent 
throughout and the performance 
reflected great credit both upon the 
members of the orchestra and 
upon Mr. Vogel, the conductor. 

Narberth showed its interest in 
the concert, in which many local 
musicians took part, by turning 
out in large numbers. A special 
bus was run to Ardmore, while 
many drove up, despite the dan- 
gerous roads.

Senators 



Tell Them to Keep Politics 
Out of World Court 



The Women's Community Club 
of Narberth at a recent meeting 
unanimously voted to take action on 
a suggestion which had been re- 
ceived from the National Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs. The Na- 
tional Federation, like many other 
national non-partisan organizations, 
is urging the United States to re- 
port out of committee the Harding- 
Hughes proposal for adherence by 
the United States to the Permanent 
Court of International Justice. This 
proposal has been repeatedly en- 
dorsed by President Coolidge and is 
now in the pigeon holes of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions. 

As a result of the vote of the 
local club the following letter was 
addressed to Senator George Whar- 
ton Pepper and copies of it were 
also sent to Senator Reed and to 
members of the Foreign Relations 
Committee : 

Letter to Senator Pepper. 

January 20, 1025, 
Hon. George Wliarton Pepper, 

TJ. S. Senate, Washington, D. C. 
Dear Mr. Pepper : 

The members of the Woman's Commu- 
nity Club of Narberth at a regular meet- 
ing today have unanimously voted, with- 
out reference to political affiliations, to 
instruct me, as their president, to urge 
upon you their desire that the so-called 
Harding-Hughes proposal for adherence 
by the United States to the Permanent 
Court of International Justice should be 
reported out of the Senate's Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, of which we under- 
stand you are a member, to the full Sen- 
ate for open debate, leading to a decisive 
vote at this present, short session of Con- 
gress. As we understand it, this pro- 
posal has never been a subject of partisan 
politics and it is our earnest hope that 
you and Senator Reed will lend to it your 
sincere and powerful support at all stages 
leading to a favorable enactment.

The Italian's diet is said to be the 
best. The American's average age 
of death was raised last year from 
47 years to 52 years. Much of the 
credit for this is due to school in- 
struction. At the time of the draft 
for the army, one third of the men 
were refused. Improper diet is 
blamed for such conditions. Scien- 
tists hope, by the study of food 
values, to add 20 years to the aver- 
age American's life.
